DEATH FROM HEART DISEASE. 


The inquest into the death of Geo. 
Hutton, which took place on Saturday 
afternoon was concluded yesterday in 
the undertaking parlors of Connelly 
& McKinley, After being out less than 
five minutes, the jury brought in the 
following verdict: 

That George Hutton came to his 
death on Saturday evening, the 2stn 
day of January, 1911, at his home, 35 
Ihice street, in the City of Edmonton; 
and that death was caused by abnor- 
mat action of the heart caused by 
cerebra] disturbances. 

The reason for holding an inquest 
on the death was explained by Cor- 
oner Forin, jn the course of the evid- 
ence. Upon the discovery of the body, 
Dr. Braithwaite was summoned and 
Dr, Forin s°on afterwards, Dr. Forin 
examined the body first but could as- 
sign no cause, Dr. Braithwaite was 
also unable to explain his death. Con- 
sequently since Dr. Braithwaite, his 
own physician could give no reason, 
Coroner Forin thought it his duty 
to.call a jury to decide the matter. 

The origin of the trouble is sup- 
posed to be an accident that occurred 
to Mr. Hutton twelve years ago, when 
in a rungway, he was thrown against 
a post, receiving a severe injury, trom 
which he was thought to have recoy- 


ered, Of late the trouble has re- 
asserted itself, Mr. Hutton having 
complained of a severe pain in his 
head. 


The post mortem performed by Dr. 
Hislop corroborated this supposition 
and a satisfactory explanation given 
of his sudden death,

The Campaign of 1896. 

President Taft in reviewing the po-

He continued to 
Delieve in protection to prevent our 
industries from being destroyed by 
competition under conditions abroad 
that were impossible here but he pro- 
posed to mitigate the exclusiveness of 
a protective tariff by reciprocity trea- 
ties that should reduce rates where 
the reductions would do no substan: 
tial injury to any class of our produc- 
efs or manufacturers and would se- 
cure More favorable markets for our 
own goods, 

His Words at Buffalo. 

“Accordingly, after his second elec- 


tlon, at Buffalo, facing an immense 
audience and looking over toward our 
sister country on the north, he spoke 
the words showing that he thought 
the time had come for greater |iberal- 
ity In our dealings with other coun: 
tries and for Mutual benefits in reduc- 
tions of tariffs, I use his language, 
uttered on the day before he fell by 
the hands of an assassin: By sensible 
trade arrangements which will not in- 
terrupt opr home production we shall 
extend the outlets for our increasing 
surplus. A system which provides a 
Mutual exchange of commodities ts 
manifestly essential to the continued 
and healthful growth of our export 
trade. We must not repose in the 
j fancied security that we can forever 
sell everything and buy little of noth- 
ing.

We should 
take from our customers such of their 
products as we can use without harm 
to our labor and industries. 
Reciprocity Natural Vutgrowth, 
“Reciprocity is the natural out- 
g owth of our wonderful industrial de- 
velopment under the domestic policy 
now firmly established, What we pro- 
duce beyond our domestic consump- 
tion must have a vent abroad, The ex- 
cess must be relieved through a for- 
elgn outlet and we should sell every- 
where we can, and buy wherever the 
buying will enlarwe vur sales and pro- 
ductions and thereby make a greater 
demand for home labor. The period of 
exclusiveness fg past. The expansion 


of our trade and commerce is the 
pressing problem, Commercial wars 
are unprofitable. A policy of good

Sir: The pupular mind is apt to for- 
wet that the apparent movement ot 
the sun through the sky is entirely Whe 
result of our oWn movement with the 
earth round the axis of the larter 
Because the earth turns round ts 
axis and we are in the northern hem- 
isphere the sun &ppears to move 
round a half-hoop in the sky to the 
uth of us, the half hoop being fixed 
a bucket handle between these 
points on the horizon where the sun 
tises and sets.

DEATH FROM HEART DISEASE. 


The inquest into the death of Geo.

Dr. Forin 
examined the body first but could as- 
sign no cause, Dr. Braithwaite was 
also unable (o explain his death. Con- 
sequently since Dr. Braithwaite, his 
own physician could give no reason, 
Coroner Forin thought it his duty 
to.call a jury to decide the matter. 

The origin of the trouble is sup- 
posed to be an accident that occurred 
to ‘Mr. Hutton twelve years ago, when 
in a runqway, he was thrown against 
a post, receiving a severe injury, trom 
which he was thought to have recov- 
ered. Of late the trouble has re- 
asserted itself, Mr. Hutton having 
complained of a severe pain in his 
head. 

The post mortem performed by Dr. 
Hislop corroborated this supposition 
and a satisfactory explanation given 
of his sudden death,

Somewhat of a Western whirlwind 
struck the Canadian Club recently 
in the address of Hon, A. L. Sifton, 
premier of Alberta. His breezy elo- 
quence was Well employed in outlin- 
ing the natural resources of the three 
prairie provinces, and appealing to the 
men in Eastern Canada interested in 
manufacturing, wholesale trade and 
financial institutions to recognize the 
possibilities of the Western field for 
branches of their establishments, and 
to @o what they could to place the 
prairie provinces on the same footing 
ag the rest in the matter of adminias- 
tration and development of their re- 
eources. The whole speech did not 
occupy more than about twelve min- 
utes, but the large audience of some 
four hundred members felt they had 
lHstened to a genuine call from the 
West for union in the upbuilding of 
the country. 

Hon, Mr. Sifton was introduced by 
President J. F, MacKay as one, who, 
While less widely known thet his 
distinguished brother, was destined 
nevertheless to become noted as one 
of the leading men of Canada. There

for a rise in value; but that those in- 
terested in manufacturing might know 
that in the Western provinces is a 
market practically unlimited, and also 
cheap material and cheap power, 
where they would ‘be safe in establish- 
ing branches of almost any manufac- 
turing industry. Those interested in 
wholesale trade, too, might know that 
in the growing cities of the West they 
might safely establish branch houses, 
which would possibly develop ‘aster 

than some in the citics of the older 

provinces, such as Toronto. ‘Those in- 

terested in banks and loan companies 

also might be assured that the Western 

country had reached a stage of secur- 

itv in which it is no longer a specu- 

lative investment to open a branch of 

a bank or other financiaf ingtitution. 

And the West, he claimed, must be 

treated on the same basis as the other 

provinces, not urging the people to 

invest, but keeping on a steady, con- 

servative business basis. 

Mr. Sifton also pleaded that the 
thres prairie provinces ought to be 
put on the same footing as the others 
in the Dominion as regards the con- 
trol of their naturat resources: these 
must be controlled by the people. Con- 
cluding, the speaker raised the note of 
a united Canada in these words: 

A Plea for Unity. 

“There must be one solid plane for 
every province. The prairie prov- 
inces have no quarrel with the Eastern 
provinces, there is no jealousy over 
political power, but a desire i live 
with you in unity, upon an equal toot- 
ing. The people of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba must be 
placed upon an equality, and they will 
join heart an@ hand with the people 
of the rest of the Dominion, so that 
this Canada of ours may be a country 
cf which we may all be proud.”

Minneapolis, Jan, 30-—Regarding 
the proposed trade treaty between 
Canada ond the United States the Min- 
neapolis Journal has the following to 
say editorially: 

“Not since the civil war has a ques- 
tion of more tremendous import pre- 
sented itself to the American people 
for settlement than is now presented 
by the proposed reciprocity agree- 
ment. In its largest and simplest as- 
pect, the question simply is, ‘Shall we 
have free trade with Canada,” The 
agreement negotiated by Secretary 
Knox and Minister Fielding, will, if 
ratified, be the first great atep  to- 
warde absolute freedom of trade be- 
tween these two countries, Whose bor- 
ders march together for three thous- 
and miles, whose two people are one 
in blood, in institutions, in aapirations, 
in everything but the accident of 
political boundaries.
